Mr Loxbs any GenTLEMEN, 


"HE juft concern, which I have felt in my own break, 
on the ſudden death of the late King, my royal 
grandfather, makes me not doubt but you muſt all 
have been deeply affected with fo ſevere a loſs. The 
preſent critical and difficult conjuncture bas made this 
loſs the more ſenſible, 2s he was the great ſupport of 
that ſyſtem, by which alone the liberties of Europe, 
and the weight and influence of theſe kingdoms, can 
be preſerved; and gave life to the meaſures conducive 
io thoſe important ends. * 
| I need not tell you the addition of weight whichimme- — 10 
diately falls upon me, in being called to the government 
of this free and powerful country at ſach à time, and 
under ſuch circumſtances. My conſolation. is iu the 
pprightineſs of my own intentions, * faithful and 
| e | united 
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united aſſiſtance, and the bleſſing of Heaven upon our 
joint endeavours, which I devoutly implore. 

Born and educated in this country, I glory in the name 
of Briton ; and the peculiar happineſs of my life will 
ever conſiſt in promoting the welfare of a people, whoſe 
loyalty and warm affection to me I confider as the greateſt 
and moſt permanent ſecurity of my throne : and I doubt 
not, but their ſteadineſs in thoſe principles will equal the 
firmneſs of my invariable reſolution to adhere to, and 
ſtrengthen, this excellent conftitution in church and 
fate ; and to maintain the toleration inviolable. The 
civil and religious rights of my loving ſubjects are equally 
dear to me with the moſt valuable prerogatives of my 
grown: and, as the ſureſt foundation of the whole, and 
the beſt means to draw down the divine favour on my 
reign, it is my fixed purpoſe to countenance and en- 
courage the practiſe of true religion and virtue. 
I reflect, with pleaſure, on the ſucceſſes with which 
the Britiſh arms have been proſpered this laſt ſummer. 
The total reduction of the vaft province of Canada, with 
"the city of Montreal, is of the moſt interefting conſc- 
" quence, and muſt be as heavy a blow to my enemies, as 
it is a conqueſt glotious to us; the more glorious, be- 
cauſe effecded almoſt without effuſion of blood, and with 
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that humanity, which makes an amiable part of the 
character of this nation. 
Our advantages gained in the Eaſt-Indies have been 


ignal; and muſt greatly diminiſh the ſtrength and 


trade of France in thoſe parts, as well as procure the 
moſt ſolid benefits to the commerce and wealth of my 
ſabjects. 

In Germany, where the whole French force has been 
employed, the combined army, under the wiſe and able 
conduct of my general, Prince Ferdinand of Brunſwick, 
has not only ſtopt their progreſs, but has gained ad- 
vantages over them, notwithſtanding their boaſted ſu- 
periority, and their not having hitherto come to a 
general engagement. 

My good brother and ally, the King of Pruſſia, 
although ſurrounded with numerous armies of enemies, 
has, with a magnanimity and perſeverance almoſt be- 
yond example, not only withſtood their various attacks, 
but has obtained very conſiderable victories over them. 

Of theſe events I ſhall ay no more at this time, be- 
cauſe the nature of the war in thoſe parts has 29" 
the campaign there ſtill depending. 

As my navy is the principal article of our At 
krength, it gives me much ſatisfaction to receive it in 


luch good condition; whilſt the fleet of France is 
e 2 | weakened 


bd 
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weakened to ſuch a degree, that the ſmall remains of it 
have continued blocked up by my ſhips in their own 
ports; at the ſame time the French trade is reduced to 
the loweſt ebb; and with joy of heart I fee the commerce 
of my kingdoms, that great ſource of our riches, and 
fixed object of my never-failing care and protection, 
flouriſhing to an extent unknown in any former war. 
The valour and intrepidity of my officers and forces, 
both by ſea and land, have been diſtinguiſhed ſo much 
to the glory of this nation, that T ſhould be wanting in 
juſtice to them, if I did not acknowledge it. This is 2 
merit which I ſhall conſtantly encourage and reward: 


and I take this occaſion to declare, that the zealous and 


uſeful ſervice of the militia, in the preſent arduous con- 


juncture, is very acceptable to me. 


In this ſtate I have found things at my acceffion to the 
throne of my anceſtors ; happy in viewing the proſperous 


part of it; happier ſtill ſhould I have been, had I found 


my kingdoms, whoſe true intereſt I have intirely at heart, 
in full peace: but, ſince the ambition, injurious en- 
croachments, and dangerous deſigns of my enemies, 


rendered the war both juſt and neceſſary, and the gene- 


rous overture, made laſt winter, towards a congreſs for a 


pacißcation, has not yet produced u fuitable return; 1 am 
determined, with your cheerful and powerful aliſtance, 
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0 proſecute this war with vigour, in order to that de- 
irable object, a ſafe and honourable peace. For this 
purpoſe, it is abſolutely incumbent upon us to be early 
prepared ; and I rely upon your zeal and hearty concur: 
tener to ſupport the King of Pruſſia, and the reſt of my 
allies, and to make ample proviſion for carrying on the 
war, as the only means to bring our enemies to equita- 
ble terms of accommodation. |

For the Encouragement of Piety and Virtue, 
and for the preventing and puniſhing of 
Vice, Prophaneneſs, and Immorality. 


E, moſt ſeriouſly and religiouſly conſidering, 

that it is an indiſpenſable duty on us, to be 
careful, above all other things, to preſerve and advance 
the honour and ſervice of Almighty God, and to diſ- 
courage and ſuppreſs all vice, prophaneneſs, debauchery, 
and immorality, which are ſo highly diſpleaſing to God; 
ſo great a reproach to our religion and government, and 
(by means of the frequent ill examples of the practiſes 
thereof) have ſo fatal a tendency to the corruption of 
many of our loving ſuhjects, otherwiſe religiouſly and 


may 
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may juſtly draw down the divine vengeance on us and 
our kingdoms : we alſo humbly acknowledging that we 
cannot expedt the bleſſing and good neſs of Almighty God 
{by whom kings reign, and on which we entirely rely) 
to make our reign happy and proſperous to ourſelf and 
our people, without a religious obſervance of God's holy 
Haus: to the intent therefore that religion, piety, and 
good manners, may (according to our moſt hearty de. 
Fre) flouriſh and encreafe under our adminiftration and 
government, we have thought fit, by the advice of our 
Privy Council, to iflue this our royal proclamation; and 
do hereby declare our royal purpoſe and reſolution todiſ- 
countenance and puniſh all manner of vice, prophaneneſs, 
and immorality, in all perſons of whatſoever degree or 
quality within this our realm, and particularly in ſuch 
are employed near our royal perſon; and that, for the 
encouragement of religion and morality, we will, upon 
All occaſions, diſtinguiſh perſons of piety and virtue by 
marks of our royal favour. And we do expect and re- 
Auire that all perſons of honour, or in place of authority, 
will give good example by their own virtue and piety, 
and, to their utmoſt, contribute to the diſcountenancing 
' perfons of diſſolute and debauched lives, that they being 
reduced by that means to ſhame and contempt for their 


looſe and evil actions and behaviour, may be thereby 
I allo 
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alſo enforced the ſooner to reform their ill habits and 
practiſes, and that the viſible diſpleaſure of good men 
towards them may (as far as it is poſſible) ſupply what the 
laws (probably) cannot altogether prevent. . And we do 
hereby ſtrictly enjoin and prohibit all our loving ſubjects, 
of what degree or quality ſoever, from playing on the 
Lord's Day, at dice, cards, or any other game whatſo- 
ever, either in public or private houſes, or other place or 
places whatſoever; and we do hereby require and com- 
mand them, and every of them, decently and reverently 
to attend the worſhip of God on every Lord's Day, on 
pain of our higheſt diſpleaſure, and of being proceeded 
againſt with the utmoſt rigour that may be by law. And, 
for the more effeQtual reforming all ſuch perſons who, by 
reaſon of their diſſolute lives and converſations, are a 
ſcandal to our kingdom, our further pleaſure is, and we 
do hereby ſtrictly charge and command all our judges, 
mayors, ſheriffs, juſtices of the peace, and all other our 
officers and miniſters, both eccleſiaſtical and civil, and 
all other our ſubjects, whom it may concern, to be very 
vigilant and ſtrit in the diſcovery, aad the effectual 
proſecution and puniſhment, of all perſons, who ſhall 
be guilty of exceflive drinking, blaſphemy, prophane 
ſwearing and curing, lewdneſs, prophanation of the 
Lord's Day, or other diſſolute, immoral, or diſorderly 
| FF practices; 
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Practiecs; and that they take care alſo eſfectually to ſup. 
preſs all public gaming houſes and places, and other lewd 
and diſorderly houſes, and to put in execution the ſtatute, 
made in the twenty ninth year of the reign of the late 
King Charles the Second, intituled, an Act for the 
better Obſervation of the Lord's Day, commonly called 
Sunday; and alſo an Act of Parliament, made in the 
ninth year of the reign of the late King William the 
Third, intituled, an act for the more effectual ſuppreſſing 
of Blafphemy and Prophaneneſs; and all other laws now 
in force for the puniſhing and fupprefling any of the 
vices aforeſaid; and alſo to ſuppreſs and prevent all ga- 
ming whatſoe ver in public or private houſes on the Lord's 
Day; and likewiſe that they take effectual care to pre- 
vent all perſons keeping taverns, chocolate-houſes, 
coffee-houſes, or other public houſes whatſoever, from 
ſelling wine, chocolate, coffee, ale, beer, or other 
liquors, or receiving or permitting gueſts to he or remain 


in fuch their houſes, in the time of divine ſervice on the 


Lord's Day, as they will anfwer it to Almighty God, 
and upon pain of our higheſt diſpleaſure. And for the 
more effectual proceeding herein, we do hereby direct 
und command all our judges of aſſize and juſtices of the 
| Ponce; to give ſtrict charges at their reſpective aſſizes and 
CRE for the due — and puniſhment of all 
. perſons 


perſons that ſhall preſume to offend in any of the kings 
aforeſaid, and alſo of all perſons that, contrary to their 
duty, ſhall be remiſs or negligent in putting the ſaid laws | 
in execution; and that they do, at their reſpective aflizes 
and quarter ſeſſions of the peace, cauſe this our royal 
proclamation to be publickly read in open court imme- 
diately before the charge is given. And we do hereby 
further charge and command every miniſter, in his re- 
ſpective pariſh church or chapel, to read, or cauſe to be 
read, this our proclamation, at leaſt four times in every 
year, immediately after divine ſervice, and to incite and 
ſtir up their reſpective auditories to the practice of piety 
and virtue, and the avoiding of all immorality and pro- 
phaneneſs. And to the end that all vice and debauchery 
may be prevented, and religion and virtue practiſed by 
all officers, private ſoldiers, marines, and others, who 
are employed in our ſervice by ſea and land, we do 
hereby ſtrictly charge and command all our commanders 
and officers whatſoever, that they do take care to avoid 
all prophaneneſs, debauchery, and other immoralities ; 
and that, by their own good and virtuous lives and con- 
verſations, they do ſet good examples to all ſuch as are 
*under their care and authority, and likewiſe take care 


of, and inſpect, the behaviour of all ſuch as are under 
f 2 them, - 
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them, and puniſh all thoſe who ſhall be guilty of any 
of the offences aforeſaid, as they will be anſwerable 
for the ill conſequences of their neglect herein.

PREVENTING OFFENCES 


are now arrived at the fifth general branch or 
head, under which I propoſed to confider the 
ſubject of this book of our commentaries; via. the means 
of preventing the commiſſion of crumes and miſdemean- 
ors. And really it is an honouy, and almoſt a fingular 
one, to our Engliſh laws, that they furniſh a title of 
this ſort; ſince preventive juctice is, upon every principle 
of reaſon, of humanity, and of ſound policy; preferable- 
in all reſpects to puniſhing juſtice ; the execution of 
which, though neceſſary, and in its conſequences a 
ſpecies of mercy to the commonwealth; is always at- 
tended with many harſh and diſagreeable circumſtances. 


I This 
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This preventive juſtice conſiſts in obliging thoſe per- 
fons, whom there is probable ground to ſuſpect of future 
maſbehaviour, to ſtipulate with and to give full aſſurance 
to the public, that ſuch offence as is apprehended ſhall 
not happen; by finding pledges or ſecurities for keeping 
the peace, or for their good behaviour.” This requiſition 
of fureties has been ſeveral times mentioned before, as 

part of the penalty inflicted upon ſuch as have been 
guilty of certain groſs miſdemeanors; but there alſo it 
znuſt be underſtood rather as a caution againſt the repeti- 
tion of the offence, than any immediate pain or puniſh- 
ment. And indeed, if we conſider all human puniſh- 
ments in a large and extended view, we ſhall find them 
all rather calculated to prevent future crimes, than to 
-expiate the paſt: ſince, as was obſerved in a former chap- 
ter, all puniſhments inflited by temporal laws may be 
claſſed under three heads; ſuch as tend to the amend- 
ment of the offender himſelf, or to deprive him of any 
power to do future miſchief, or to deter others by his 
-example: all of which conduce to one and the ſame end, I n 
of preventing future crimes, whether that be effected by e 
amendment, diſability, or example. But the caution ji 
Which we ſpeak of at preſent, is ſuch as is intended ſe 
. merely for prevetition, without any crime actually com- ( 
. matted by the party, but arifing only from a probable W n 
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ſuſpicion, that ſome crime is intended or likely to happen; 
and conſequently it is not meant as any degree of puniſh- 


ment, unleſs perhaps for a man's er in giving | 


juſt ground of apprehenſion. 

By the Saxon conftitution theſe ſureties were always at 
hand, by means of king Alfred's wiſe inſtitution of de- 
cennaries or frankpledges ; wherein, as has more than 
once heen obſerved, the whole neighbourhood or tithing 
of freemen were mutually pledges for each other's good 
behaviour. But this great and general ſecurity being now 
fallen into diſuſe and neglected, there hath ſucceeded to 
it the method of making ſuſpected perſons find particular 
and ſpecial ſecurities for their future conduct; of which 
we find mention in the laws of king Edward the Con- 
feffor ; © tradat fidejuſſores de pace et legalitate twenda.” 
Let us therefore conſider, firſt, what this ſecurity is; 
next, who may gen eure and, . n 
ay be diſcharged. 

1. This ſecurity conſiſts ee Weng ne or 
more ſureties, in a recognizance or obligation to the king, 
entered on record, and taken in ſome court or by ſome 
judicial officer; whereby the parties acknowledge them- 
ſelves to be indebted to the crown in the ſum required 
{for inſtance 1001.) ; with condition to be void and of 
none effect, if the party ſhould appear in court on ſuch a 
. days 
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day, and in the mean time ſhall keep the peace; either 


generally, towards the king, and all his liege people; 
or particularly alſo, with regard to the perſon whocraves 
the ſecurity. Or, if it be for the good behaviour, then 
on condition that he ſhall demean and behaye himſelf 
well, (or be of good behaviour) either generally or 
. ſpecially, for the time therein limited, as for one or 
more years, or for life. This recognizance, if taken by 
2 juſtice of the peace, muſt be certified to the next ſeſſions, 
in purſuance of the ſtatute 3 Hen. VII. c. 1. and if the con- 
dition of ſuch recognizance be broken, by any breach of 
the peace in the one cafe, or any miſbehaviour in the 
other, the recognizance becomes forfeited or abſolute: 
and, being gfineated ar extracted (taken out from among 
the other records) and ſent up to the exchequer, the party 
and hu ſureties, having now become the king's abſo- 

Jute dehtors, are ſued for the ſeveral cms in which 
they ave reſpectively bound. 

2. Any juſtice of the peace, by: views of thair com- 
miſſion, or thoſe who are ar officio conſervators of the 
Peace, às were mentioned in a former volume, may de- 
mand ſuch ſecurity according to their own diſcretion: or 
it may ee 
<aule ſhewn, provided ſuch demandant be under the 
King n for which reaſon ut hath been formerly 
doubted, 
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doubted, whether jews, pagans, or perſons convicted 
of a premunire, were intitled thereto. Or, if the juſtice 
is averſe to act, it may be granted by a mandatory writ, 
called a fupplicavit, iſſuing out of the court of king's 
bench or chancery; which will compel the juſtice to act, 
a8 a miniſterial, and not as a judicial officer: and he muſt 
make a return to ſuch writ, ſpecifying his compliance, 
under his hand and ſeal. But this writ. is ſeldom uſed: 
for, when, application is made to the ſuperior courts, 
they uſually take the recognizances there, under the di- 
rections of the ſtatute 21 Jac.I.c.8. And indeed a peer 
or peereſs cannot be bound over in any other place, than 
the courts of king's bench or chancery : though a juſtice 
of the peace has a power to require ſureties of any other 
perſon, being campus mentus and under the degree of no- 
bility, whether he be a fellow juſtice or other magiſtrate, 
or whether he be merely a private man. Wives may de- 
mand it againſt their huſbands; or huſbands, if neceſſary, 
againſt their wives. But feme-couverts, and infants 
under age, ought to find ſecurity by their friends only, 
and not to be bound themſelves: for they are incapable 
of engaging themſelves to anſwer any debt; which, as 
we obſerved, is the nature of theſe ITY or 
erer ee 
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8 A recognizance may be diſcharged, either by the 
demiſt of the king, to whom the recognizance is made; 


ox by the death of «ho principal party bound thereby, if 
 potibafare forfeited; or by order of the court to which 


ſuch recognizance is certified by the juſtices (as the quar. 
ter fe ſſna, aſſiaes, or king's bench) if they fee fufficient 
cane ar in caſe he at whoſe requeſt it was granted, if 
granted upon a private account, will ra leaſe it, or does not 
make his appearance to pray that it ma be continued.

Aa en e the prare, who in bis preſence make any 
aFray; or threaten ta kill or beat another; or contend to- 
gether with hot and angry warda or go about with un- 
uſual weapons or attendance, to the texrer of the people; 
ang all ſuch as he knows to be common barretors; and 
8 N ſuch 
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ſuch as are brought before him by the conſtable for a 
breach of the peace in his preſence; and all ſack perſons, 
16, having been before bound to the peuce, have broken 
it and forfeited their recognizances. Alſo, wherever any 
private man has juſt cauſe to fear, that another will burn 
his houſe, or do him a corporal injury, by killing; im- 
priſoning, or heating him; or that he will procure others 
ſo to do; he may demand ſurety of the peace againſt ſuch 
perſon : and every juſtice of the peace is hound to grant ĩt, 
if he who demands it will make oath, that he is actually 
under fear of death or bodily hatm ; and will ſhew that he 
ks juſt canſe to be fo, by reaſon of the other's menaces, 
attempts, or having lain in wait for him; and will alſo 
fatther ſweut, that he does not require fuch ſurety out 
of malice or for mere vexation. This is called r 
the pract againſt another: and, if the party does not 
find ſuch ſureties as the Juſtice in his difcretion ſhall re- 
quire, he may immediately be committed till he does. 
2. Suck reeogtizance for keeping the peace, when 
given, may be forfeited by any actual violence, of even 
an aſſeult, or menace, to the perſon of him hodemanded 
it, if it be a ſpecial recognizance: of, if the recogtizance 
be general, by any unlawful action whatſoever, that either 
is, or tends to a breach of the peace; or, more particularly, 
by any one of the many ſpecies of offences which were 
g2 mentioned 
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mentioned as crimes againſt-the public peace in the 
eleventhchapter of this book ; or, by any private violence 
committed againſt any of his majeſty's ſubjects. But a 
bare treſpaſs upon the lands or goods of another, which 
is a ground for a civil action, unleſs accompanied with a 
wilful breach of the peace, is no forfeiture of the recog- 
nizance. Neither are mere reproachful words, as calling 
a man knave or liar, any breach of the peace, ſo as to 
forfeit one's recognizance {being looked upon to be 
merely the effect of unmeaning heat and paſſion) unleſs 
they amount to a challenge to fight. | 
The other ſpecies of recognizance, with ſureties, is 
for the good abearance, or good bebaviaur. This includes 
ſecurity for the peace, and ſomewhat more : we will 
therefore examine it in the ſame manner as the other. 
1. Firſt then, the juſtices are empowered by the ſtatute 
34 Edw. III. c. 1. to bind over to the good behaviour to- 
wards the king and his people, all them hat be not of 
good fame, wherever they be found; to the intent that 
the people be not troubled nor endamaged, nor the peace 
_ diminiſhed, nor merchants and others, paſſing by the 
highways of the realm, be diſturbed nor put in the peril 
which may happen by ſuch offenders. Under the ge- 


neral words of this expreſſion, that be nat of good fame, it 
is holden that a man may be bound to his good beha- 
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viour for cauſes of ſcandal, contra bonos mores; as well as 
contra pacem ; as, for haunting bawdyhouſes with women 
of bad fame; or for keeping ſuch women in his own 
houſe; or for words tending to ſcandalize the govern- 
ment, or in abuſe of the officers of juſtice, eſpecially in 
the execution of their office, Thus alſo a juſtice may 
bind over all night-walkers; eaves-droppers ; ſuch as 
keep ſuſpicious company, or are reported to be pilferers 
or robbers ; ſuch as ſleep in the day and wake in the 
night; common drunkards ; whore-maſters ; the puta- 
tive fathers of baſtards; cheats; idle vagabonds ; and 
other perſons, whoſe miſbehaviour may reaſonably bring 
them within the general words of the ſtature, as perſons 
not of good fame: an expreſſion, it muſt be owned, of 
ſo great a latitude, as leaves much to be determined by 
the diſcretion of the magiſtrate himſelf. But, if he 
commits a man for want of ſureties, he muſt expreſs 
the cauſe thereof with convenient certainty ; and take 
care that ſuch cauſe be a good one. 

2. A recognizance for the good behaviour may be 
forfeited by all the ſame means, as one for the ſecurity 
of the peace may be; and alſo by ſome others. As, by 
going armed with unuſual attendance, to the terror of 
the people; by ſpeaking words tending to ſedition; or, 
by committing any of thoſe acts of miſbehaviour, which 

the 
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the recopnizance was intended to prevent. But not 
by barely giving freſh cauſe of ſuſpicion of that which 
perhaps may never actually happen: for, though it is 
juſt to compel ſuſpected perfons to give ſecurity to the 
pablic againſt miſbehaviour that is apprehended ; yet it 
would be hard, upon fach ſuſpicion, without the proof 
of any actual crime, to puniſh them by a forfeiture of 
their recognizanee.
